3.2 Acute Health Hazards

3.4 Carcinogenicity 

Carbon Black has been classified by the International Agency for Research on Cancer 
(lARC) as Group 2B (possible human carcinogen). Neither this component nor the other 
ingredients have been classified as carcinogens according to ACGIH, EPA, EU, MAK and 
OSHA criteria. According to lARC, printing inks are not classifiable as to their 
carcinogenicity to humans (Group 3).
